Townes, eſpecially thoſe of London and Weltminlter, are oucrburthened with Inhabitants and 
Reſiants : And His Mateſtie calling to mind, that the celebꝛation ofthe feaſt ot Chꝛiſtmas now 
appꝛocheth, which is the fitteſt time foꝛ the exerciſing of the Chaxities ot the wealthier ſozt,Hath 
thought fit,acco:dingto the example of His deare Father of bleſſed memozy deceaſed , to publiſh 
and declare, and He doth hereby publiſh and declare His Ropall will and pleaſure to be, and doth. 
by theſe pꝛeſents ſtraitlycharge and command, alwell all His Loꝛds Spiritualland Tempozall, 
as allo all deputy Lieutenants', Juſtices of the Peace, and Gentlemen of qualitie, who haue 
Manſion Houles in the Countrey, wherein they and their families haue vſually dwelt, (except 
ſuch as are of His Highneſſe pꝛiuie Counſell , oꝛ beare Office about the perſons, oꝛ CourtofHims 
ſeife, oꝛ of His deareſt Conſoꝛt the Queene) That they # euery of them tmmedtatly bpon the end 
of this pzelent moneth of Rouember, depart from the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, nd other 
Cities and places, with their Families and Seruants vnto their ſeuerall Countreys , to attend 
their ſerutce there, and to keepe Hoſpitality as appertaineth to their degree and calling, vpon 
paine not onely of His Maieſties molt heaup indignation and diſpleaſure,and diſablementto hold 
any ſuch places of truſt vnder His Maieſtie , but alſo of ſuch further cenſure and puniſhment, as 
may be inflicted vpon them foꝛ their diſobedtence and contempt, oꝛ neglect of this His 
Commandement, whereofas His Maieſty intendeth to take a ſtrict and ſeuere accompt, ſo Hee 
doth hereby require andcommand,a\ſwell the Loꝛds and others of His Pꝛiuy Counſlell, as alſo 
all other His Officers and Miniſters whom it ſhall any way concerne, to take ozderthatallſuch 
as (hall offend may reteiue condigne puniſhment, without toleration oz tonniuencie. |
